The fact that this is tlic last day for 
payment of mid-sessional fee.s, brings the 
scarcity of money once more to mind, and 
with it the proposed establishment of a 
student loan fund ,at McGill. Financial 
arrangements such as this have become a 
recognized part of university administra- 
tion in many parts of the United States 
and a recent report on the feasibility of 
the whole scheme, issued by one who has 
been closely connected with its growth 
and development, is a highly optimistic 
document. 

On this continent it is impossible for 
us to imagine a large group of poverty- 
striken students continuing at the Univer- 
sity. Those who cannot afford the ex- 
pénses simply go out and earn their way 
by taking a year or two off. And for the 
younger members of the student body this 
is perhaps the best course, for it there is 
a determination to return the money can 
be found somehow. But the case of the 
.fourth year student is different. He has 
only a few months to go before getting 
his degree; and unless he gets it mu'.-h i. 
his work vdll have' been lost. 

It is to tli^e upperclassmen* that 
many of the American Universities make 
advances which tide over the last term's 
feo installment. 

The idea has been suggested here 
nîàny times before, and seems to have 
been entirely accepted in principle. Only 
the general lack of funds keeps it from 
being a realized fact, and university of 
ficials have spoken so warmly in favor 
that it sesins certain to be among the first 
of the many things which are to be done 
when prosperity returns. 

Seniors will never again have to drop 
out of college because of lack of funds.

Severer Measures 

We note that a local court has sen- 
tenced a "hold-up" man to twenty lashes. 
A sentence of twenty years in the pen- 
etentiary was included with this but can- 
not be regarded as of equal importance.- 
The accused entered a cigar store the 
other day and relieved the clerk in charge 
of several hundred dollars at the point of 
a gun. This is a crime that is very typical 
of today and one that i.s on the increase. 
Too strong measures cannot be adopted to 
check it. 

The use of the lash in the punishing 
of crimes of this as well as of other types 
has long been the .subject of much con 
troversy and debate. It is difficult, how 
ever, to di.sbolievc the evidence of one's 
.senses and the fact remains that countries 
in which the lash is a frequently employed 
means of correction are by far the least 
troubled by crimes of vlblence. 

To site a concrete example, let us com- 
pare the crime situation in Canada and 
the United States. JVhile no 'doubt the 
crime situation in the southern republic 
is greatly cxagerrated by self-satisfied 
observers and thriving under the peculiar 
situation of prohibition at the same time 
ii; must be admitted that it is getting more 
and more out of hand and that the punish 
ments meted out arc simply not acting as 
a' deterrent to crime. In Canada on the 
other hand the number of crimes per ca^ 
pita is decreasing and this fact may only 
be attributed to the means of correction 
employed. 

To particularise, it would seem that 
only concrete physical discomfort or, the 
fear of it is sufficiently strong to influ 
ence the criminal. In the States this is be- 
ing more and more discouraged. The use 
of the lash is obsolete, methods of "pain- 
less death'\arc being tried out, above all, 
prisons are. being equipped with all the 
facilities of a metropolitan hotel and are 
now regarded by the impoverished crimin- 
al as the cheapest means of obtaining a 
comfortable home. 

In Canada the reverse conditions 
hold. Tlie lash, a.s we have noted, is ex- 
tensively used, hanging, we should im- 
agine is much more unpleasant than dec-

For instance, in tho 
time of Columbus, It was probably published in all 
the newspapers that the greatest scientists^elleved 
his twata would sal! eft' the edge of the earth to 
nowhere.

The address 
took place at a meeting ot tho chemical 
society In the main lecture theatre vt 
tho MacDonald Chemlstry-.-Bullding. 

For a long time',-- explained thé 
speaker, tar was regarded as was'.e 
matter and very llttlo ,was put Into 
practical use. At tho end of the eight- 
eenth century, however, research 
workerii began to discover various 
useful by products and during tho 
next • tew hundred years workers In 
Germany and England discovered 
more and moro useful products. 

Mr. Reynolds then described the 
various methods of producing the 
crude tor. The threo main ones are 
from gas works, coko ovens 'and blast 
worlcs though' there aro many" bther 
minor sources. 

The main products of the distilled 
and redistilled tar aro Benzol, Toluol, 
Noptba, Carbolic oil, Xylol, Anthraclne 

011 and pitch. The oils may be redis- 
tilled In turn to produce even finer 
finer products. 

After sll volatile products have been 
driven off tho remaining pitch Is used 
for many purposes, notably for roofing.
